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The fact that we have not received a single com- 
plaint from the many customers who planted hardy 
plants last fall, gives emphasis to what we say of the 
autumn as a season of planting. It is not the least 
advantage of gardening with hardy flowers that a 
majority of them can be planted in the fall, and will do 
all the better for being planted then. All plants which 
do not bloom till the second season, if planted in the 
spring, and they include all the Irises, Ponies, ete., 
will bloom the first when planted in the fall. And all 
hardy plants, with the exception of a few, such as 
Hollyhocks, which are better for spring planting, would 
make as fine a showing the first season after fall plant- 
ing as they would the second after spring planting. 
It must be remembered, however, to get the best 
results most things should be planted early enough in 
the season to allow them to become established before 
eold weather comes on, Some things should be planted 
in September, and not later than the 5th of October, 
while others can be planted throughout October, and 
late as possble to do any planting. Of fall planting of 
hardy flowers, in comparison with spring planting, it 
may be safely said that one year’s time is saved. 

If beds and borders were all ready and hardy 
plants set out as soon as spring opens,-it would not be 
so bad, but the spring is a busy season, uncertain in its 
weather, and the planting is apt to be deferred till late. 
aud the hot dry weather of summer comes on before the 
plants have time to become established. Now the fall 
is a season of comparative leisure, and the planning 
and preparing of the beds and borders could be done in 
August, leaving two full months for planting. It would 
be a good rule for every gardener to adopt, to do only 
such work in the spring as could not be done in the 
fall. : 
Our Gardens Blank in Spring and Early 
Summer.—The exclusive use of bedding plants makes 
all fall garden operations impossible, and it also leaves 
our gardens a blank the three fairest months in the year, 
April, May and June; yet these are the months that 
have the greatest possibilities of floral beauty, and is 
the season when floral beauty is the most enjoyable and 
shows to the best advantage, in contrast with the rich 
early greens of grass, trees and shrubs. 

Scillas, Snow Drops. Tulips, Narcissi, Hyacinths, 
Daffodils, and all the spring flowering bulbs, which are 
generally known as Dutch bulbs, bloom in April and 
May, and some of them as soon as the snow is off the 
ground. These of necessity must be planted in the 
fall. as they cannot be obtained at any other season. 

In this class of bulbs are two, little known, modest 
but lovely flowers, worthy of universal culture, the 
Scillas and Grape Hyacinths. The Scillas have small AURATUM LILIES AND HARDY HYDRANGEAS. 
graceful flowers, of the loveliest blue imaginable. The Grape Hyacinth is a small variety with charming little 
bells of blue so arranged as to give its flowers the appearance of a miniature bunch of grapes. Lovelier perhaps 
than either Pansies or Violets, the Violas, Cornuta and Iutea are a mass of bloom in April and May, and continue 
throughout the season. Still earlier than these are all the varieties of creeping Phlox, Subulata and Procumbens, 
which make lovely color in April and May. Early in May the Tree Pzeonies are in bloom, and there is nothing 
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grander when the plants become a good size. These are followed by the Herbaceous Peonies, whose numerous 
early and late varieties make a period of bloom extending from the middle of May throughout the month of June. 

The free use of these will make the garden gay indeed at chis season, and with them the most striking and 
beautiful color effects can be produced; and, whether they are considered from this standpoint or are judged for 

the individual beauty of the blooms of the new and improved varieties, they will win the admiration of the most 
06X17 09, fastidious. And they areso accommodating, thriving in any soil or location, in sun or shade ; 
) in the highly cultivated border, or left to take care of themselves in the grass or shrubbery. 
Can anything be more beautiful than the Aquilegias 
(Columbines), which bloom in May and June; established 
in a rich soil they will grow four feet high and three feet 
f across and produce a perfect mass of their’ most lovely 
1 flower, which bedding plants can offer nothing to compare 
# with for beauty. .The earliest varieties of Clematis are in 
bloom in May and a majority of them in June, and as they 
can be used for bedding purposes as well as for climbers, 
their superb masses of color should find them freer use in 
every garden, By the latter part of May the numerous 
varieties of the easily grown German Iris are in bloom; and 
if there is anything among bedding plants so showy and 
# effective I have yet to see it, and the deHcacy and beauty 
of their blooms will compare favorably with the choicest 
Orchids. Coming into flower immediately after the German 
varieties are done, is the charming Iris Siberica. This 
| Iris is little known iu this country, but is worthy of the 
; most extended culture. It is absolutely hardy, distinet in 
HERBACEOUS PONIES. foliage and flower, and offers the richest and most beautiful 
blue imaginable. By the time the Siberica are over the grandest of Iris, the Keemferi, or Japanese, are in bloom, 


their season extending till about the 15th of July. 
lL have said nothing of the great wealth of hardy shrubs which bloom in May and June, or of the grand 


Rhododendrons, blooming the latter part of May, and with which floral effects can be produced no description can 
give any conception of. The Candidum, Elegans, or Thunbergianum, and the lovely Tenuifolium Lilies, all bloom 
in June; and scores of other beautiful hardy flowers that bloom during the three months named, among which are 
the graceful Dicentras, the Lychnis in beautiful and showy varieties; the choice Anthericums ; the superb Delphi- 
niums, with their great spikes of various shades of blue bloom, 
often five or six feet high; the delicate and showy Spireas ; 
Evening Primroses, tall and dwarf varieties, with masses of 
loom at night; some varieties of the lovely Campanulus, the 
showy Hemerocallus, the Malvas, with their masses of purple 
or white; the exquisite Pyrethrums, with their numerous 
lovely double and single varieties ; the stately Oriental Pop- 
pies, with their immense and brilliant scarlet flowers; and the 
almost endless varieties of hardy Roses, with which alone any 
garden might be made a sylvan paradise throughout the month 
of June.

Now all know that bedding plants cannot be set out in this 
latitude before the latter part of May, and make no showing 
till July ; and leaving out of the question their insignificant 
and commonplace beauty, as compared with hardy flowers, it 
would be well worth growing the latter for the sake of the three 
months which tender plants leave void of floral beauty. But 
hardy plants cover the season in which bedding plants are at / 
their best as completely as they do the earlier ones, and extend 
well into the season of frost and snow long after bedding 
plants have succumbed and left your garden as they found it— 
bare earth and nothing in it. The question of expense should 
not be overlooked, -which is all in favor of hardy plants and 
against tender ones. ‘The latter is an annual and often ex- 
cessive cost, without any permanent gain to the garden ; while TRUMPET NARCISSUS 
the first cost of hardy plants is their only cost, and every one bought is a permanent addition to the garden, and 
greatly increase in size and beauty year after year. ‘This is well illustrated in a neighbor’s garden ; be complained 
that six or seven years ago a traveling salesman had charged him three dollars for a Tree Peeony which was really 
only worth one; I promptly offered him twenty-five dollars—which he as promptly refused—for the plant in ques- © 
tion had grown into a magnificent specimen and had over sixty blooms at the time, 
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Natural and Permanent Grouping of Spring Flowering Bulbs.—The great masses of Hyacinths, 
Tulips, Crocus, ete., commonly seen in beds which are afterwards used for summer bedding plants, are all very 
well for those who can afford the annual expense and make a lovely display in the spring ; but a more satisfactory 
way of using the great wealth of spring flowering bulbs is to plant them in connection with other hardy plants, and 
in positions where they can remain permanently. Numerous groups of them can be made in the hardy border, and 
the spaces occupied with some creeping or dwarf plant, which will cover up the surface of the soil after the bulbs 
are done blooming. For this purpose the Golden Moneywort can be used, the Alpine Phloxes, many of the 
Sedums—and there is nothing more beautiful than 
the dwarf Campanulus, the most charming of which 
is the easily grown Turbinata. The edge of a shrub- 
bery offers opportunities for clumps, and, if rightly 
placed, are very effective ; and such things as Snow 
Drops, Crocus, and almost all the Narcissus family, 
which ineludes the Daffodils and Jonquils, can be 
naturalized in the grass, and no more charming way 
can be devised for their use. Now I do not mean 
they are to be planted on the lawn, where the grass 
is constantly close shaven, but every place has or 
should have bits of grass infrequently mown.’ 

Surely, the Narcissi are worthy of greater atten- 
tion than they receive, only three or four varieties 
being at all well known in this country. In England 
several hundred sets are grown, and a Narcissus 
Congress was a recent event. We can hardly hope 
for any such enthusiasm here, but there are thirty or 
forty varieties distinct and beautiful enough to make 
them worthy of general culture. Therange of colors 
is small, but no flower has more interesting or varied 
forms, and they are very hardy and abundantly able 
to take care of themselves in almost any position. 
The rage for making extensive collections of these

worthy of our imitation than that of making Orchid 
collections, and one that comes within reach of a 
moderately filled purse. 
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Prepare all Beds and Borders for Spring Planting.—The action of frost is always beneficial to the 
soil, and beds and borders that are not to be planted until spring should be well manured, deeply and loosely 
spaded, and without any raking or smoothing off should so stand until spring, when they again should be 
thoroughly spaded and prepared for planting. Borders and beds of hardy plants should be loosened up as much as 
possible without disturbing the plants, and a light mulching of stable manure applied. Hardy Roses should be 
treated in the same way, except that cow manure should be used, if obtainable, and the mulching made six inches 
deep; this will serve as a protection to the Roses, and is the most effective way of enriching the soil. 


Fall Planting of Lilies.—Of all garden flowers surely the Lilies are the loveliest and most valuable. 
Many varieties are absolutely hardy and of the easiest culture. Let any one who is the owner of a fine lawn and 
garden use a thousand Lilies, Auratum, Lancifolium, Roseum and Album, double and single Tiger, Tenuifolium, 
Candidum, and such hardy and low-priced kinds, planting large groups among the shrubbery, Auratums thickly 
among the Rhododendrons, and giving large spaces in the hardy borders to each kind; the result, I think, will 
convince him that not with all the thousand of bedding plants he can crowd into the most elaborate carpet and 
ribbon beds can a tithe of the floral beauty be had, possible with Lilies. One of the grandest floral effects I have 
ever seen was Auratum Lilies planted among Rhododendrons, on the grounds of the late Miss Wolf, Newport, R. I. 
The Lilies had been planted two years, and were six and eight feet high, with from twelve to thirty fiowers on 
each stem. The dark green of the Rhododendrons furnished the needed contrast for the Lilies, and destroyed any 
effect of lankiness and top-heaviness of the Auratums if planted alone. In striking contrast to these Lilies was a 
carpet bed on the same grounds, containing, 1 was told, fully fifty thousand plants, the finest example of carpet 
bedding in America, yet the Lilies, costing but a few dollars, won and deserved more admiration. 

All Lilies are better for deep planting, about six inches being the right depth, and the Auratum should always 
be planted in a partially shaded position. If planted in the fall (and better bloom will be had the first season by 
fall planting) they should be well mulched with stable manure. The soil for planting in should be fairly rich, but 
care should be taken not to let the bulbs come in contact with manure. 
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A Shrubbery Border. 


One of the most effective ways to use hardy herbaceous plants and bulbs is in 
combination with flowering trees and shrubs in a irregular border. 

Our illustration shows an arrangement for such a border that could be 
made against a building or fence, or along the outer margin of a lawn; it is 
specially effective as a boundary planting for small city grounds, and may be 
modified to suit almost any situation. All of the choicest shrubs and evergreens 
can be used in this way, forming a back-ground of handsome flowers and foliage 
throughout the season. 

The variety of positions and places afforded by the front of a shrubbery is 
delightful. Even here and there, in a large open space, one might have groups or 
masses of plants that require good cultivation, but generally it would be best to 
avoid this attempt, and use things which do not depend for their beauty on high 
culture—which, in faet, fight their way among dwarf shrubs—and there are a 
great many such growths. 

Many hardy flowers require good culture to be appreciated ; certain others 
take their chances, like an evergreen Candytuft, and the large leaved Saxifrage, 
and the Day Lily, the German Iris, and a great many others. Hardy spring 
flowering bulbs, of all kinds, could be planted among the herbaceous plants, and 
along the edges, these should be planted in colonies, and not scattered indiserim- 
inately. Groups of lilies, of the long growing kinds, could be planted in the 
larger spaces between the shrubs, and they would grow more luxuriantly than 
they ever do when planted in open beds or borders. 

The plan admits of splendid variety, and where there is sufficient scope, a 
wide belt of shrubbery might be made into the most delightful type of garden, 
varied, broken, and full of flowering things as well as beautiful shrubs and ever- 
greens. The border should be well prepared before planting, as it is not to be 
disturbed afterward. The soil should be dug deeply and well enriched with 
manure, and if of a clayey nature, it would be well to add a few loads of sand 
or leaf mould. After planting, the border should not again be dug over; the 
custom of annually digging the surface of shrubbery borders results in mutilating 
the roots and is of no benefit whatever. The proper way is to mulch the surface 
of the ground with two or three inches of stable manure in the fall; in early 
spring the coarser parts of the manure should be raked off, and the finer portion 
left as a mulch for the summer. Managed in this way, the border can be kept in 
fine condition with very slight expense of labor. 


The Making of a Hardy Border. 


The proper season for digging and preparation of a hardy border is late 
summer or early fall, so that it may be planted in September and October. The 
spring flowering bulbs, which are so great an addition to the hardy border, must 
be planted in the fall, and a majority of hardy plants are better for being planted 
then, and the few things that cannot be planted in the fall could be added in 
the spring. 

As the hardy border is to be permanent, and to be disturbed as little as 


possible in the future, it should be thoroughly prepared at the beginning. If the - 


soil is well drained, deep digging will be all that is necessary. I mean by deep 
digging, the surface soil should be dug a spade’s depth and laid to one side, then 
dig the sub-soil as deeply as it can be done with the spade; replace the surface 
soil and apply a liberal dressing of well-rotted manure, preferably cow manure. 
This should be thoroughly dug into the soil, pulverizing it and the soil as finely as 
possible. The border is now ready for the planting of the hardy spring flowering 
bulbs, Lilies, Iris and such other plants desirable for fall planting. With the 
exception of the Candidum Lily, which should be planted as soon after the first 
of September as possible, the Lilies should all be planted in October. After 
planting, mulch the border with three or four inches of stable manure, which 
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should be removed in early spring, and the planting of the border completed as soon as possible. Remember 
always, no matter how hardy the bulb or plant may be, its bloom will be improved by the winter covering of 
manure or other mulching. Ifthe soil is poorly drained the preparation of the border would be the same, except 
the soil should be removed to the depth of two and one-half feet, and six or eight inches of broken stone placed 
in the bottom of the border. This is rarely necessary, however. 
The size and location of the border depends upon the taste and opportunities of the individuaJ. Along the 
face of a vegetable garden, on both sides of a walk running through it, are desirable locations, and the high culture 
NE EET AGT eM AE STUA aerate ET necessary to raise good vegetables will 
be of benefit to the plants. If back of 
such a border a rustic trellis is made 
and covered with flowering climbers, such 
as Clematis, Honeysuckles, and Everlasting 
Peas, the effect will be greatly enhanced. 
Along the fence is another good location 
for hardy border, and the fence will serve 
the purpose of trellis for hardy vines. 
Along the face of a shrubbery is a most 
effective place for hardy border, and among 
the shrubs may be planted the taller grow- 
ing Lilies and perennials with beautiful 
effect, and when it is not possible or des- 
irable to make a border on the face of a 
shrubbery, the recesses usually there could 
be most charmingly filled with Narcissj 
and many beautiful low growing peren- 
: d nials. Of course the border must be made 
TREE P.EONY. to suit the location, and can be from three 
to twelve feet in width, or even wider: Weare prepared to make plans for borders of any description, and 
will do so for a normal charge, which is returned if stock necessary to plant them is purchased from us. 


The principal things to be remembered in planting a hardy border are as follows : 

ist. Group each variety of plants by itself, 

2d, Surround all tall growing plants by low ones, that they may stand out boldly and effectively. 

3d. Plant to obtain as long and continuous a season of bloom as possible, extending from early spring until 
late fall. 

4th. Use the spring flowering bulbs very freely, as they bloom at a time when flowers have their greatest 
charm, and the same soil can be occupied with plants that bloom at a different season. 

5th. Plant so as to leave no bare ground, and keep thoroughly well weeded. This is very important, for a 
hardy border will never be a complete success unless kept entirely free from weeds. 

About every second year many of the plants should be taken up and divided, and a portion of them removed 
to other parts of the ground. ‘The fall is the proper time for doing this. 


Various Uses for Dutch Bulbs.—Large beds devoted to bedding plants may be utilized for Hyacinths, 
Tulips and Crocus after frost has killed the bedding plants. The best effect with these can be had by planting 
Hyacinths and Crocus or Tulips and Crocus in the same beds, and each sort planted as thickly as if it alone were 
to occupy the bed. The Crocus will bloom first, and after they are entirely done the Tulips or Hyacinths, which- 
ever may be planted, will come into bloom. In this style of planting the lulips or Hyacinths should be planted 
first, about four inches deep ; afterwards plant the Crocus about two and one-half inches deep. Mulch the beds 
with three or four inches of stable manure, which should be removed in early spring. The better and permanent 
plan of using Dutch bulbs is in connection with the hardy beds and borders. The hardy border, even if closely 
planted, will offer many opportunities for the introduction of groups of Hyacinths, Scillas, Narcissi, Anemones, 
Tulips and Crocus. The Hyaciuths, after a couple of seasons, will become worthless, but the others need not be 
disturbed for years. If the hardy border is carpeted with some low growing creeper, such as Neronica Repens, 
and all hardy borders should be so carpeted, the bulbous flower will make a charming appearance coming through 
and blooming over such a carpet in early spring Snow Drops, Crocus, Scillas and Narcissus Poeticus may be 
scattered through the grass on the lawn with good effect. Scilla Siberica is the most charming little blue flower 
imaginable, deserving a fuller recognition among hardy spring flowers. 


Hyacinths in Glasses, for Winter Blooming.—For this purpose siugle Hyacinths, and such as are 
designated early among the double, are to be preferred. Single Hyacinths are generally held in less estimation 
than double ones ; their colors, however, are more vivid, and their bells, though smaller, are more numerous; some 
of the sorts are exquisitely beautiful ; they are preferable for flowering in winter to most of the double ones, as 
they bloom two or three weeks earlier, and are very sweet scented. 
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Hyacinths intended for glasses should be placed in them during October and November, the glasses being pre- 
viously filled with pure water, so that the bottom of the bulbs may just touch the water; then place in a dark 
closed box, or cellar, at 50° or 60° temperature. The water should be changed as it becomes impure; draw the 
roots entirely out of the glasses, rinse off the fibres in clean water, and wash the inside of the glass well. Care 
should be taken that the water does not freeze, as it would not only burst the glass, but cause the fibres to decay. 


Whether the water is hard or soft is not a matter of much consequence—soft is preferable—but must be perfectly 
clear, to show the fibres to advantage. 


Avoid a low water mark in the glasses 
by keeping it to a level with the base of 
each bulb Never place the glass upon a 
mantlepiece or shelf within the influence 
of fire heat during the progress of growth. 
To stimulate and strengthen, dissolve a 
pinch of sulphate of ammonia occasionally 
in the water after the bulbs are exposed to 
light. 


When the glasses are well filled with 
roots, and the flowers stem well out of the 
bulb, gradually expose to the light and sun 
ata higher temperature. If kept too light 
and warm at first, and before there is suf- 
ficient fibre, they will rarely flower well. 
They will bloom without any sun, but the 
color of the flowers will be inferior. To 
insure vigorous growth a favorable ex- 
posure to light and occasional fresh air, 
when mild, is essential. 


Hyacinths in Pots.—For the growth 
of Hyacinths in pots the most favorable 
planting season for early bloom is Sep- 
tember, and for a succession, at intervals 
up to January. The size of pots is regu- 
lated by the space or convenience for 
placing them; when limited, and a rich 

NARCISSUS PRINCEPS, massive effect is wished for, those of six 
or eight inches in diameter are recommended, in which three or four bulbs may be placed; but where more con- 
venience is had a succession of single or double bulbs in smaller pots may be admitted ; but two bulbs in each are 
very effective, and generally preferred ; the colors of such may be regulated according to taste. In potting use a 
good, rich soil; each bulb should remain one-third above the surface of the soil, and the base of each bulb should 
rest upon a Strata of clear river sand. After potting place them where intended to remain, upon a dry surface of 
ashes or sharp gravel in the rotation of their intended periods of bloom, each later potting plunged beyond the 
previous ones, and thus arranged water the whole well to imbed the bulbs firmly within the soil, allowing them to 
remain until the bulbs and surfaces are 
again dry, for one or two days ; then cover 
the whole over to the depth of three or 
four inches with half dried tan, sawdust, 
sand or soil, for six or eight weeks, in 
which position the preparatory root growth 
js made necessary to a vigorous develop- 
ment of their flower-scapes. After the 
period adverted to, less or more, the first 
pottea bulbs may be taken up, the soil and 
sediment carefully brushed off, and re- 
moved to a gentle hot-bed, or a warm, 
genial greenhouse or room where the bloom 
will progressively expand, care being taken 
to screen the leaf growth (made in dark- 
ness) fora few days. A short difference 
of a week ora fortnight between the periods 
of potting will produce a corresponding 
difference in the periods of bloom. They 
are very effective when massed in fern 
dishes, window boxes or in pots ten inches 
in diameter and six inches deep, either all

FLOWER OF THE GODS. 


This is one of the prettiest of the Tazetta or Bunch Flowering Narcissus, and is the 
variety grown by Chinamen for decorating their temples or Joss Houses on their New 
Year’s Day, which occurs in February. They can be readily brought into bloom by 
Christmas. The bulbs are very large, averaging three to four inches in diameter, and as 
they throw up several stems when well grown, the flowers are produced in profusion. 
It is very easily handled, bears pure white flowers with a lemon or orange cup, and it 
can readily be brought into bloom when grown in water. It will give a great deal of 
pleasure for a little outlay of labor. 

The style of the vase or dish may vary with the taste of the grower, but should be 
about three inches deep; into it put one and one-half inches of sand, and cover with 
eravel to the depth of one inch; on this set the bulbs and keep the dish full of water. 
It is not absolutely necessary to put the bulbs in the dark, but if kept shaded until the 
leaves begin to grow, better results may be obtained. For a window ornament they are 
unexcelled and lend to an interior a cheerful aspect while outside is frostbound and 
dreary. The effect is heightened when several are put in a fern dish. The bulbs we 
offer are the large true variety and not the Paper White.
